Conservation of aq. dispersions of liposomes comprising organised molecular layers between 
which is encapsulated an aq. phase contg. >=1 active substances, the layers comprising >=1 
lipids of formula X-Y (where Y is lipophilic gp. and X is (non)ionic hydrophilic gp.) the 
spherules having a dia. of 100 to 50,000 angstroms, comprises (a) preparing an aq. dispersions; 
and (b) freeze-drying to give a paste or solid; shortly before use the paste or solid is rehydrated to 
regenerate the original compsn. 

The prepns. may be stored for long periods without changing the permeability of the liposomes. 
Useful for compns. containing skin and scalp-treating agents, water-soluble sunscreen agents, 
deodorants, astringents, perfumes, water-soluble dyes, decolourizing oxidizers, vitamins, 
hormones, vaccines, bactericides etc. 
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Original Abstracts: 

Aqueous dispersions of spherules in the form of organized molecular layers of lipids, between 
which is encapsulated an aqueous phase containing at least one active substance are rendered 
more storage-stable by lyophilization. They can readily be reconstituted by re-hydration. 
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
